Commissioner Groff Declares That 
Some One Has Attempted a 
Stupendous Fraud--Mill- 
ions Involved.

WasHINGTON, Feb, 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Commissioner Groff of the

THE LAW. 


CERNING THE KILLING, 


He Was Afraid That Curtis Had 
Come Over to Kilt Him—Consid- 
erably Befogged as to the Man- 
ner of the Homicide—A Convic- 
tion in the Dice Case. 


Philip Engel’s danger of hanging for 
the. killing of his brother-in-law, 
Charles Curtis, grows less and less. 
Yesterday was the third day of the 
trial, and all the testimony was closed 
when the usual adjournment for the 
day was taken. The courtroom was 
crowded with spectators both in the 


morning and afternoon, and there 


were a number of incidents sufficient 
to Keep them entertained. The greater 
portion of the day was taken up by 
the defense in proving that C. B. Cur- 
tis, uncle of the deceased, who testified 
to seeing Engel kick his wife and hit 


stick of wood, is unworthy of belief, 
and by the prosecution in proving the 
converse of the proposition. The de- 
fendant gave his version of the trag- 
edy, agreeing in the main with the 
story told by his wife. A number of 
witnesses were introduced immedi- 
ately after court convened as to the 
mm of Mr. Curtis. 

oseph Heslip, a resident of San 
Gabriel for 35 years, testified that he 
knew the reputation of C. B. Curtis 
for truth to be bad. He had heard 
men say he was a “bad egg,“ a tough 
customer,“ and such remarks. 

Matthew Reichert, a ranch hand liv- 
ing at Lamanda Park, testified that he 
knew Charley Curtis, and he was an 
exceptionally strong man—considered 
the best man in the locality. He had 
seen him knock amandown. Curtis was 
a hot-tempered man, rather overbear- 
ing. He had seen him in two fights, 
in which he showed his strength. 
When he was mad he could not control 
himself. On one of these occasions 
a man from Pasadena and Curtis 
were in a gambling game. 

Frank Gray testified that he knew 
Charies Curtis in his life time, and 
knew he was a strong man, because he 
“once ran against him.“ He knew 
that Curtis knocked him in the neigb- 
borhood of twenty-four feet. It was 
at the time Frank Kelly was making a 
speech at Lamanda Park. “I was 
‘joshing’ him about the speaking,“ 
said the witneas, when he whirled,

Upon cross-examination Mr. Har- 
desty tried to confuse the witness 
about the distance he fell, but without 
other effect than to create a laugh, be- 
cause Mr. Gray was very positive that, 
as he was the man struck, he ought to 
know something about He gaid the 
blow did notemake a hofe in bis breast, 
but it made a black and blue spot 
where he was hit. 

David Russell, a teamster on the 

5 Rose ranch, saw Charley Curtis 
at the Sunnyslope winery the after- 
noon of the killing, and saw him take 
two drinks of brandy. He had known 
Curtis two or three years. He was a 
very quick-tempered man. He saw 
Curtis tighting two or three times. He 
saw Curtis grab a pistol from him and 
stick it in a man’s face on the bridge 
coming into Los Angeles. The wit- 
ness was going across the bridge in a 
spring wagon with Curtis, Erhart 

ngel and a boy. They ran into a 
buggy, and the man bit witness over 
the head with a rope. The witness 
was pulling his pistol out, and Curtis 
snatched it from his hand, jumped out 
of the wagon, stuck the pistol in the 
man’s face and told him to back out or 
he would shoot his d—d head off. The 
man backed out. ' 

Chris Hartnett testified that Curtis 
slapped bim once when they were en- 
gaged in u game of cards at Lamanda 
Park. They had driven over to the 
place together, and were good friends. 
A dispute arose about something, and 
with the flat of his hand Curtis hit him 
on the side of the head. He did not 
think Curtis should have done it, be- 
cause they were good friends, and the 
dispute did not amount to anything. 

Philip Engel, the defendant, was the 
next witness examined. He spoke in 
alow voice and reluctantly. He pro- 
nounced his words with a strong Ger- 
man accent. He displayed no emotion 
except once, toward the close of his 
cross-examination, when speaking of 
the former friendly relations between 
himself and the deceased» when his 
eyes filled with tears, which he hastily 
brusbed away. His testimony was as 
follows: 

“I live at Lamana Park. I was 
there November 20th. I had been 
plowing in my orchard that day. The 
orchard is about two hundred feet 
from the house. I stopped plow- 
ing at 11:30. I first saw Curtis on my 
lounge in the kitchen. I can’t remem- 
ber saying anything to him to offend 
him. He struck me. I was just in- 
side the kitchen door. I don’t know 
how far I fell in the yard. He got 
down and choked me; that is all 1 
know. I did not strike him—I had no 
chance. 1 don’t know what he did 
except choke me. i did not strike my 
wife or Curtis with astick. I did not 
have a chance to hit him. I don’t 
ot in the house. I 
washed off the blood at the washstand 
in the bathroom. I was very much 
excited. 

“I saw the deceased when he passed 
the bathroom window. He was goin 
west to the kitchen. As I saw him 
called to him: Stay out of that 
house.“ He did not stop. I thought 
he was coming to finish me up. When 
I saw he did not stop I got my rifle. He 
came in the kitchen to the dining- 
room. I called again: Stay out.“ 
My wife called also: Stay back, 
Charley.“ I can’t remember distinctly 
where I was. I was knocked half 
senseless before; was excited and 
afraid. I don’t know how I held my 
gun when it went off. I generally 
shoot left-handed; can see better out 
of my lefteye that my right. We were 
right together when the gun went off. 
I don’t know where I fell. 

My feelings were that I was going to 
be killed. Isaw it in the expression 
I don’t know how long it 
was after he had choked me. 

“I never in my life had any feelings 
against the deceused up to the time of 
the difficulty. Iloaned him money a 
short time before. I drew a check for 
$50, November 13th, for him. On the 
18th of November I made Mrs, Curtis 
wedding present—a check

I have never threatened 
to shoot C. B. Curtis, or made any 
demonstrations toward him with any- 
thing. I never assaulted my, wife 
with a pistol or any firearms.

The win- 
dow was open and the screen closed.“ 

Cross-examination: I have told all 
Iknow. I do not know of making any 
threat against Charles. I do not re- 
member going to the shed for a shot- 


gun. 

Mr. Hardesty tried for a long time 
to break down the witness in his story, 
but he stuck to it with a mournful sort 
of persistence that seemed to have a 
good effect upon the jury. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Bur- 
dette, of counsel for the defense, took 
the witness stand, and testified that 
the day after the shooting, at the pre- 
liminary examination, he had a physi- 
cianin the courtroom examine Mr. 
Engel’s neck, and upon it three small 
wounds were found, two on one side 
and one on the other, thus corroborat- 
ing the testimony of the choking; also 
a swollen ankle and a lump on his head. 

Mrs. Engel was recalled by the de- 
fense, and was asked by Mr. White if 
Mr. Engel cursed Charley Curtis, as 
C. B. Curtis swore he did. She replied 
that he did not. She also said that she 
did not cry or scream at all until after 
her brother began choking Mr. Engel. 

Mr. Hardesty now cross-examined 
Mrs. Engel rigidly in regard to state- 
ments she made at the preliminary ex- 
amination that her husband was so 
intoxicated that he did not know what 
he was doing. She replied that she 
thought that way. at the time, and tes- 
tified so. She said further that he was 
intoxicated, but not enough to stagger. 
An objection to Mr. Hardesty’s line of 
questions was made by Mr. White on 
the ground that none of the statements 
he was reading were conflicting with 
anything to which Mrs. Engel has 
sworn on the trial, and the objection 
was sustained by the Court. 

This closed the case for the defense, 
and in rebuttal the prosecution put on 
a number of ‘residents of Lamanda 
Park and vicinity, who gave C. B. Cur- 
tis a good reputation for truth, honesty 
and integrity. These witnesses were 
S. B. Jewett, E. G. Norton, Abbot 
Kinney, J. F. Crank, Albert Brigden, 
J. O. Vosberg, S. A. Sewell, James 
Craig and others, although some of 
them testified that they did not know 
his reputation. 7 
Mrs. Mary Curtis, widow of the de- 
ceased, testified that she saw her hus- 
band shortly before he went to Mr. 
Engel’s. He was not angry, but he 
was pale and the tears were rolling 
down his cheeks. He put his arm 
around her, kissed her and went out. 
She went in and told her mother that 
something was the matter. Her 
mother went out and went toward the 
Engel house. She followed her, heard 
the shot and screamed, and Mrs. Van 
Slyck came out of her house. 
rs. Van Slyck was called, and tes- 
tified that after the shot was fired she 
did not come out of Mr. Harmon’s 
house and ask Mrs. Charley Curtis if 
Charley went back, and why she had 
let Charley go back, and that if she 
had known itshe would have prevented 
it. 


Mrs. Curtis was recalled, and testi- 
fied that Mrs. Van Slyck did say so. 
Mrs. Susan Fagan testified that she 
heard the shot when she was entering 

yard. She wentin by the kitchen 
dsaw Mrs. Engel standing by the 

tre door. She did not go out until 
she had spokento Mr. Engel. She 
said, What have you done? What is 
the matter? He replied, ‘I'll hit you 
tirst.”’ The witness said that she was 
lying down when Charley left the 
house. She did not think, he was an-. 
gry or excited. She got “ps however, 
and put on a wrapper, following him 
after he left. 

After Mrs. Fagan was withdrawn, 
Mr. White called Mr. Harmon, a 
former witness for the prosecution, 
who had walked up as far as Engel's 
gate with Curtis when he went back 
the second time. He stated that Mrs. 
Fagan did not go into Engel’s house. 
When the shot was fired he heard some 
one cry Murder.“ and ran ashort dis- 
tance for help. When he returned Mrs. 
Fagan was in front of her house, and 
asked him, Were is my Charley?“ 
evidently not knowing what had taken 
place, She went to the Engel resi- 
dence, and the witness followed her. 
She went on the front porch and tried 
to get in, but could not. He went 
around the house and went in the 
kitchen door. They refused to allow 
Mrs. Fagan to come in, and the wit- 
ness swore positively that she was not 
in the house that evening. 

This closed the testimony, and court 
adjourned until Monday morning, 
when arguments in the case will be 
mode. 

THE CITY MONEY CASE. . 
Yesterday was the day set in Judge 
Van Dyke's court for a hearing in the 
case of Jesse Yarnell vs. the City 
Council to restrain it from approving 
the bond of the City Bank, the suc- 
cessful bidder for the care and custody 
of the city moneys. 

When the case was called the attor- 
neys for the plaintiff, Messrs. Chap- 
man & Hendricks, asked to have the 
case dismissed, which was granted. 
The object of the dismissal of the case 
was not to discuntinue the proceedings 
to prevent the City Bank from secur- 
ing the funds in accordance with its 
bid, but to bring an action against 
City Treasurer Johnson, the attorneys 
deciding that they had brought the 
suit against the wrong parties. It is 
understood that the papers are being 
prepared for filing a new complaint,

INCIPIENT FIRE. 


A Close Call for the Newell Bund- 
ing. 

At 8 o’clock last evening a tire 
broke out in the Newell block, on 
Second street between Spring and 
Main streets, and for a few moments 
it looked as though there would be 
quite a conflagration. The blaze 
started in a room situated in the sec- 
ond story, which was occupied by 
Frank and Charles Eastman. An

THE BOTTOM HAS. NOT DROPPED 
OUT. 


| A Nova Scotia paper—the Halifax 
Herald—publishes the following: 


A medical gentleman who formerly prac- 
ticed his profession in Parrsboro, N. 8., 
leaving there two years ago for Los An- 
geles, Cal., writes toa friend in Moncton, 
N. B., that the bottom has dropped out of 
that country. He s:ys that three dollars 
can be made here to every one out there, 
and of course the cost of living there is 
much greater than in Canada. The geutle- 
man in question invested some $5000 in real 
estate when he located in Los Angeles, and 
as he intends to return to this country in 
the spring, he will be that much out of 
pocket at least,. property being a drug inthe 
market and absolutely unsaleable. 


The writer is evidently one of the 
disappointed ones, who came, to Cali- 
fornia to make a fortune in two years 
by investing $5000 in real estate. ‘The 
bottom being knocked out of his specu- 
lations, he fails to see it, and thinks it 
must be the fault of the country. If 
he has 85000 invested fn real estate in 
Los Angeles he is a lucky man, and he 
will probably make a larger profit out 
of it than in any enterprise he could 
have engaged in in his native country. 
A Nova Scotian, who sends us the 
paper referred to, declares that the 
least desirable place in California is in- 
finitely better than any portion of 
Nova Scotia, even the county of Cum- 
berland, of which Parrsboro forms a 
part. 
The cost of living is not greater i 
Los Angeles than in any city in Can- 
ada, while labor in California is paid 
double the price it is in Canada. 
Young men holding positions of trust 
and responsibiiity there get salaries of 
from $400 to 8600 per year. Carpenters 
and other mechanics are paid from 
$1.20 to $1.50 per day. In this country 
the same men could earn from $2.50 to 
$4.00 per day. . Mechanics in Canada 
cannot save anything from their earn- 
ings, while in California they can lay 
by as much as their entire earnings 
amount to in that country. 

When comparisons are made, let the 
statements be truthful. The press of 
Canada is eager to publish anything to 
undervalue this country, in order to 
oheck the exodus from the Dominion. 
In comparing the cost of living, there 
are some places in Canada where living 
is cheaper than in Los Angeles, of 
which our correspondent says Parrs- 
boro is one. There potatoes can be 
raised for about ten cents a bushel; 
and the Bay of Fundy is teeming with 
fish. These two articles constitute the 
chief living of the people. They dress 
in homespun cloth, and live in com- 
tortable, but cheap, farm houses. They 
have little need of money, and are sat- 
isfied with small things. Thus they 
can live cheaper than they could in 
Los Angeles.

they fail in any of their undertakings, 
the fault is not of their own, but the 
country is always to blame. The bot- 
tom is knocked out of everything in the 
place. Sueh people would better go 
‘home to their fish and potatoes, and 
stay.there. California is a place for 


workers only. The agridulturist, the 


erehardist, the rustler, are the men to 
succeed here. Every year large or- 
chards are being set out all over the 
State, and in a few years the shipments 
of California fruits will astonish the 
world. This country has unexampled 
wealth of resources, an incomparable 
climate and great advancing pros- 
perity. There is no better place on 
earth to live. To compare this country 
with any place where there are six or 
seven months winter in the year, and 
where the thermometer will register 
from ten to thirty below zero is simply 
inconsistent with reason or sound 
judgment.. 

To say that the bottom has dropped 
‘out of this country is almost too absurd 
a statement to deserve notice. No man, 
exce pting one deficientin intellect, could 
look around here and make such astate- 
ment. It is true that the past year has 
not been one of such great activity as 
former years. Thisis owing to various 
causes, aud such a thing asa slight 
business depression for a short season 
happens.in every civilized portion of 
the globe. Agriculture, manufacture 
and commerce conduce to the pros- 
perity of nations; wherever any of these 
are carried on there must necessarily 
be some times more active than others. 

This country is now passing over the 
dull season and about entering upon 
one of the most prosperous in the 


‘| history of our State. With the pres- 


pects of a most bountiful harvest, and 
the prices of agricultural products at a 
fair figure, the farmers will be richly 
rewarded for their labors. The horti- 
culturists are already shipping their 
choice fruits, and the shipments of this 
year will be largely in excess of any 
previous year. There is always a 
ready and firm market for California 
fruits; and the coming season will be 
an unusually profitable one to the 
orchardist. The manufacturer will be 
kept busy, and all will share in our 
prosperous times.

FIFTY-SIX INCHES OF SNOW.. 

NEVADA, Feb. 21.—Fifty-six inches of 
snow has fallen during the last six days, 
and it is thought more istocome. The 
roads to Washington and Dutch Fiat have 
not been passable for a day since — in 
January. The snowplow that started from 
here on Wednesday morning got to 
Colfax at 5 o’clock this evening, 
and immediately started back for this city.

There has been 
no mail since the railroad was blockaded on 
Tuesday night. The first express since 
then came tonight via the Marysville stage. 

ACCIDENT NEAR SISSON.

They were opened publicly in the 
presence of Secretary Windom by a com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose. Windom

The com- 
pany says its offer contemplates an annual 
revenue to the United States of $875,000, 

The North American Commercial Com- 
pany of California, by Isaac Liebes, presi- 
dent, proposed to pay an annual rent of 
$55,200 and $1.75 for each skin, with the ex- 
press understanding that the catch shall not 
be limited to less than 100,000 per year after 
the first year; or they will give the Govern- 
ment45 per cent. of the gross receipts trom 
the sale of skins, and will agree to pay a 
rental 10 per cent. higher than that offered 
by any other company.

GOAST DEFENSES. 


Favorable Reports Ordered on the 
Needed Appropriations. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Senate Committee on 
Coast Defenses heard Gen. Miles today, who 
concluded his statement as to the necessity 
of providing suitable défenses for the Pa- 
cific Coast. After he had retired, the com- 
mittee ordered Chairman Dolph to report 
favorably thé bill to provide for fortifica- 
tions and other seacoast defenses. 

The bill carries an appropriation of $123,- 
000,000, of which $21,500,000 is available in 
the year ending June 30, 1891, #900,000 a 
year for 11 years thereafter, and $250,000.in 
the year 1902, the three appropriations to be 
expended in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of a board of officers appointed 
by the President, which have been published 
at various times. 

The bill is —— by a report from 
the board of army engineers of New York 
recommending the passage of the act. 

“Adverse reports were ordered by the com- 
mittee upon Senator Dolph’s bill appropri- 
ating $5,000,000 for defenses for Puget 
Sound ports, the substance of, the bill hav- 
ing been reported to the Senate and indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Favorable action was taken by the com: 
mittee on Senator Stanford’s bill authoriz- 
ing the appointment of a board of three 
officers of the artay and three of the navy 
to examine and report the most suitable 
site for a gun factory on the Pacific Coast. 
An appropriation of $1,000,000 is made, to 
be expended on the purchase of a site and 
the necessary plant. 

In a report from Gen. Benét, Chief of 
Ordnance; accompanying the bill, he says 
that the department favors giving out a 
part of the work of furnishing guns by con- 
tract. In order to justify the establish- 
ment of a gun factory on the Pacific Coast 
it would seem indispensable, he says, that 
the steel fur guns should also produced 
there. The progress of the iron and steel 


fore seriously hindered by lack of suitable 
coal. Even ordinary coal for fuel, Gen. 
Benét says, is largely imported from Colo- 
rado. The department also holds that in 
any event but one sixteen-gun plant had 
better be put up by the Government.

THE APACHE QUESTION, 


Indians to Fort Sill. . 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—[By the Assocl- 
ted Press.] Lieut. Kennon of Gen. Crook’s 
staff today submitted, in behalf of the Sec- 
retary of War and Gen. Crook, a statement 
to the House Committee on Indian Affairs 
on the Apache question. He took issue 
with the statements made by Gen. Miles 
and others, saying that Fort Sill is ina 
healthy situation, and if the Apaches are re- 
moved there it will be almost impossible for 
them to cross the country and reach their 
old haunts in New Mexico and Arizona, 

Gen. Miles himself, Kennon said, had 
given repeated assurances of the security 
which would result to the Territories of 
Arizona and New Mexico if the Indians 
were removed to Fort Sill. Tney surren- 
dered to Gen. Miles on condition that their 
lives be spared, that no harm sheuld come 
to them and that they be sent to join their 
families who had already surrendered and 
been sent east. 

He spoke in hign terms of the Apache 
scouts, Miles, he said, began aud energet- 
ically pursued the campaign for months 
without gaining a step, until, having ex- 
hausted all other means, he employed two 
Chiricahua Indians, through whom he com- 
municated with the hostiles and secured 
their surrender. That the removal to Fort 
Sill should be made was agreed to by. the 
President, Secretary of War aud all the 
major-generals of the army, and they had 
called upon Congress for authority to right 
the great wrong and remove what the Pres- 
ident, with full knowledge of the facts, had 
characterized as a reproach to the Nation.

I am told that a committee has made 
an offer of $33,000 as a bonus for the 
construction and operation of a cable 
road over the old line.

$30,000, it is presumed that the present

WITH THE MAJORITY. 


Dr. Thomas Rigg Passes Away 
Early Yesterday Morning. 

The news of the death of Dr. 
Thomas Rigg, one of Pasadena's rep- 
resentative and most respected citizens, 
which occured early yesterday morning 
at his home, on Marengo avenue, came 
as a shock to bis hosts of 
friends here. He was in dis 
seventy-fifth year, and death re- 
sulted from pneumonia, superinduced 
by a severe attack of la grippe. ‘The 
funeral will take place this afternoon 
at2o’clock. The services wiil be con- 
ducted by the Masonic fraternity, of 
which the deceased had long been an 
honored member. 

Dr. Rigg, prior to his coming to Pas- 
adena, was a distinguished practitioner 
in Iowa City. During his sojourn 
bere, however, he has lived a life of 
retirement, devoting himself almost 
entirely to scientific pursuits. By his 
death Pasadena loses one of ber most 
valuable citizens, whose loss will be 
keenly felt by all who knew him.

‘WITHIN ITS WALLS. 


THE INTERIOR OF THE NEW 
LIBRARY BUILDING. 


Arrangement of the Rooms — An 
Economical, but Handsome, Fin- 
ish—Plumbing and Lighting Fa- 

.. CiKities—To Be Hurricd Through. 


Of course every one who lives in 
Pasadena, or who has been here long 
enough to take a walk around the 
streets, knows what the library build- 
ing on North Pasadena avenue looks 
like on the outside. But if a peep is 
-taken at the interior through one of 
the windows nothing but bare, unfin- 
ished walls greet the eye, and nota 
sign of an attempt at furnishing is to 
be seen. 

But all well-informed citizens know 
that a committee is hard at work 
getting plans in shape for fitting up 
the interior in a manner worthy of the 
building’s exceptionally handsome 
and costly external appearance. What 
these plans are is much less generally 
known, and for the purpose of enlight- 
ening the public on a matter they are 
all interested in—or ought to be at any 
rate—a zs representative yester- 
day called on Supervising Architect 
Rohrig, and through the courtesy of 
that gentleman was shown the com- 
plete drawings of the interior arrange- 
ment of the building, as it will be 
when the proposed improvements are 
completed. 

Entering the wide doorway at the 
southwest corner of the structure the 
visitor finds himself in. a hallway 
14.6x12.10 feet. Opposite the entrance 
is a stairway leading up to the second 
story. To the left is a door leading 
into the library room proper. This 
is spacious, its di- 
mensions being 29.8x22.8 feet. 
Plenty of sunshine streams in 
from a large skylight and sidelights. 
At the west end of the room a counter 
divides it from the bookroom, where 
the cases will be arranged in parallel 

itions, running east and west. The 

kroom is the same width as the 
general reading-room and has a depth 
of 20.6 feet. The cases will be arranged 
in a manner convenient for the rapid 
disposal of the books. 
north side of the bookroom communi- 
cates with the librarian’s room, a cosy 
apartment 17.10x13.10 

The ladies’ reading-room lies to the 
west of the main room, and will be 
separated from it by a screen. It cor- 
responds in size to the bookroom, and 
will form a convenient and retired 
place for lady visitors. The museum 
will occupy the northern part of the 


building. It is a large room, 284 feet 
wide, and with a. depth of 30 feet 
within a very few Inches. A stairway 


at the northwest Gérner, and another 
at the southeast corner, lead up toa 
gallery that extenda around on all but 
the south side of the room. A screen

On the second floor, which extends 
only on the south side of the building,
